WASHINGTON, June 30.— The administration, speak­ 
ing today thru the white house on the eve of the called 
strike of 400,000 union railroad shop workers, declared 
its determination to stand squarely behind the railroad la­ 
bor board. 
The administration view, set forth in language aa forc­ 
ible as the spokesman could command, was that the labor 
board is the one agency of the government dealing with 
disputes between the roads and their employes and there­ 
fore its decrees must and would be backed up by the gov­ 
ernment. 
The labor board “ is the government when it speaks,’’ 
was the way the spokesman summed up the administration 
view, adding that this view held whether the board’s decis­ 
ions drew the protest of labor organizations 
or whether 
they were protested by the railroads. 
The determinations of the board, 
the 
administration 
further asserted was to hold, are by the delegated author­ 
ity of congress and in a field definitely marked out in the 
law of the land.
